 triplicity, being in 13* 38 thereof. If I may venture at the 


prognoſtication of one of my predeceſſors in this perform- 
ance, it will be but honeſt to give it in his own words. It 


foreſhews eold foggy weather, with much ſnow or fleet; alſo 
great rains, floods, and inundations; ſtorms and tempeſts alt 
ka, and ſometimes inroads of foreign armies, and confuſtons 
in ſtates and governments; alſo murmurings and difcontents, 


if not tumults and inſurrections among the common people. 
This Eclipſe falls in the tenth houſe or angle of Honour, 
therefore the rulers and grandees of thoſe ſeveral countries 
concerned in the effect of this Eclipſe, will moſtly feet the 
ſmart thereof, ſome of thoſe places are Scotland, Holland, 
Zealand, Pruſſia, Venice, Genoa, and Conſtantinople. 

I for my own part am not fond of theſe tidings ; but what 
has been, will be, ſays Solomon, and there is no new thing 
under the ſun. I cannot conclude this chapter without giv- 
ing a quotation from an ancient and celebrated author, as it

The anſwers which have been recorded in the hiſtorical 
page, are undeniable proofs that there is a God, that his 
eyes look down upon the children of men, and his mercy is 
extended' over all his works; that he giveth wiſdom to the 
ſimple, and knowledge to him that lacketh underſtanding.

This, notwithſtanding 
his barbarous precaution by delivering him to Harpagus his 


friend and privy-counſellor, to be ſlain, was verified in the 


perſon of Cyrus. The venerable Plutarch too will furniſh 
many inſtances of the like nature. And the ſtory of Joſephus 
upon Alexander's entry into Jeruſalem, (upon which Calmet 


is very large) is ſo much to the purpoſe, that | am tempted 


to give it. When Alexander was going with great indig- 


nation againſt the Jews, he was met by Jaddus the high 
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ſpringing out of the womb of his only daughter, the branches 
of which overſhadowed all Aſia. That the Soothſayers he- 


prieſt in his pontificals, with all the other prieſts in their 


proper veſtments, and the Levites in white. That to the 
aſtoniſhment of his numerous followers, Alexander bowed 
himſelf to the ground before the prieſt, and worſhipped the 


God whoſe minifter he was, and whoſe venerable name he 


bore in his forehead, declaring that the king of the Jews 
had thus appeared to him in Macedonia, and promiſed him 


the conqueſt of the Perſian empire. Vide Calmet. Rollin's

There are many others well authenticated, and truly en- 


tertaining, which at this time we muſt defer. The ſacred 
book of the Old Teſtament has ſo many ſtriking proofs of 
- the Almighty communicating the knowledge of things to 
come in dreams and viſions of the night, that none but an 
infidel dare contradict it. Read the 15th chapter of Genefis, 
and you will there find the fate of Abraham's ſeed predicted 
to him for more than four hundred years to- come; and 
which was exactly verified, as appears by the ſcripture.hiſtory 
of that people. —Aſk you when or how? the text plainly 
informs you. When the ſun was down, 2 deep ſleep fell 
upon Abraham, and lo a horror of great darkneſs fell upon 
him;“ for the reſt I refer to the ſacred volume itſelf. I have 


much more upon this ſubje&, which, if God permit, at another 
ume I ſhall treat more largely. Till then let u keep the 


golden mean; not fooliſhly imagining every idle repreſen- 
tation of a bewildered fancy to come from God; nor yet

But here aſtronomy, 
chronology, and hiſtory muſt go hand in hand, aſſiſted by 
their help-mates geometry and geography, to form the true 
aſtrologer: but how few have attained to theſe, let the public 
judge. I wiſh the peace and welfare of my native iſle to be 
flouriſhing and permanent; and to this great end my con- 
ſtant prayer has been againſt diviſions at home. Yet I know 
mutations will happen; thus has it ever been fince the foun- 
dation of the world, and thus it will be till its final diſſolu- 
tion. One generation paſſeth, and another cometh. The 
| founders of empire are mouldered to duſt, and the renowned 
nations of old are ſunk in oblivion ; as our forefathers were, 
ſo are we: as they are, ſoon ſhall we be, and glide away t0 
make room for a ſucceeding generation. Let us theretore 
wiſely in time look beyond the fading ſcenes of this tranſi- 

tory life, to a houſe not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. So that when the tempeſt of trouble deſcends, the 
winds of adverfity blow, and the floods of affliction break 
in upon us, we may be enabled to ſtand, and our faith and 
hope fail not, being built upon the rock of ages. Amen. 
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
